Qu’ Appelle Vidette: “But because Mr. Ross 
resigned was that any reason why His Honor 
should dismiss the house, onl thereby throw 
their month’s labor into the waste basket toge- 
ther with $13,600 of the Territorial funds.” 

“It is rumer.d,” says the Winnipeg corres- 
pondent of the Empire, ‘that Mr. Macdowall, 
one of the Northwest members, is shortly to 
resign his seat in the House of Commons, and 
will support, as his successor, J. F. Betts, who 
has just been instrumental in defeating Premier 
Haultain’s Northwest government,

The lieutenant- 
governor must take the responsibity for none of 
our bills becoming law, bad 1 do not suppose 
that heewas at all averse to giving the Mowat 
school bill, which contained a new system of 
grants, a twelve months hoist.” 


Lethbridge News : ‘The legislative position 
at Regina appears now to have taken definite 
shape. In a recent interview with Mr. Cayley, 
published in the Regina Leader, that gentleman 
made it clear that he and his associates were 
determined to hold oftice if they possibly could 
until the usual time for next year’s session of 
the assembly, He made no concealment of his 
antasonism to the proposed re-assembling of 
the leg s!ature this year, condemning it as an 
Uinecessiry expense to the country, and in 
view of the spirit which lieutenant-governor 
Royal has evinced in this controversy, there 
is no doubt but that he, unless he receives 
orders from Oitawa to act otherwise, will shel- 
ter himself under Mr, Cayley’s wing and sup- 
port him in his course.

Jas. Masson, M. P., of Owen Sound, Ont., 

who visited Edmonton last month, was inter- 
viewed on his return by the Owen Sound Times. 
Mr. Masson gave an account of his trip through 
the Northwest and British Columbia. Of Ed- 
monton he said : At Edmonton Mayor McCau- 
ley, formerly of this neighborhood, entertained 
the party on behalf of the corporation. They 
were serenaded by a band, driven to the various 
oints of interest and escorted across the Sas- 
katoheWan river on a ferry to visit the coal 
mines. From the banks of the river they view- 
ed the bar where people who have nothing else 
to do can make from fl to $2.50 per day wash- 
ing gold from the sand. They then drove out 
into the country to see the rich agricultural 
products of the land, and for vigorous vegetable 
growth Mr. Masson says the neighborhood 
surpassed anything in the Northwest, or in the 
Dominion for that matter. Among other mar- 
ket gardens that of D. Ross was visited and it 
was admitted by all members of the party that 
the products of Mr. Ross’ place were much su- 
perior to anything that could be found in the 
older provinces. The coal mines are of an in- 
teresting character, the product being obtained 
from the side of the cliff where it is visible in a 
drift 4 feet thick. The coal is of a fine quality 
and sells in the town fnr $2.50 a ton.”

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CATTLE. 

Kamloops Sentinel; ‘The coast cities were 
very much exercised last year because Premier 
Abbott saw fit to enforce the quarantine of 
three months against American cattle. It was 
feared that the cost of beef would be increased 
to the consumer, if American cattle should be 
thus excluded. The result appears to have 
been that the cattle raisers of the Northwest, 
with the assistance of a low freight on the C. 
P. R., were, last winter and spring, able to 
supply those markets to the exclusion not only 
of Americ w, but British Columbia cattle as well. 
The consequence is that cattle which the pro- 
vincial stock-raisers, before this quarantine and 
low freight ‘got in their work,” could sell at 
5} cents per pound, are worth only 3 to 4 cents, 
and slow sale at that. The question now 1s, 
who is making a profit out of this turn of 
affairs 2” 

Times are changed since the 70's when cattle 
were driven across the Rockies, from Kootenay 
and Kamloops, to furnish Edmonton with beef ; 
and yet cattle in British Columbia were not 
worth as much then as they are now. The 
complaint of the Sentinel against the unequal 
rates of the C. P. R. as being the cause of the 
drop in prices complained of is not altogether 
well founded, The quarantine against United 
States cattle gave the British Columbia stock- 
men the same advantage as it did to the stock 
raisers of Alberta. Unfortunately for them 
they were not in the same position to profit by 
it. During the season, from January until 
June, when cattle were chiefly imported from 
the United States, the cattle of British Columbia 
were not fit for market. During that season 
a large and constantly increasing proportion of 
Alberta cattle are. So Alberta sells when the 
quarantine prevents the United States from 
selling and when lack of grass affects British 
Co'umbia the same way. This is where the 
Edmonton farmer’s pull comes in. With abund 
ance of pasture all summer, abundance of hay, 
coarse grains and roots and cheap,warm stabling, 
it is his own fault if he does not supply British 
Columbia with beef from January until June, 


grace as possible and,like other people, be con- 
tent witha reasonable profit. Their ranges in 
the first place were really better than those of 
Alberta, but they have through over stocking — 
that is greed—caused them to be run out ina 
measure. They have danted for many years

A by-law to provide for borrowing the sur 
upon the credit of the Municipality, se tean sre 
W hereas it is expedient that there should be raised by 
the Municipality of the town of Edmonton the sun of 
$10,000.00 to enable the Municipality to repay certain 
amounts temporarily borro ved for the purchase of certain 
lands and fire apparatus required for the use of the 
Municipality and for other like purposes of permanent 
benefit to the Municipality, and also to enable the Muni- 
_cipality to borrow further sums which it is expedient to 
expend forthe purpose of erecting a fire hall and for 
tt ed like purposes of permanent benefit to the Munici- 
pality. 

And whereas the value of the rateable property in the 
Municipality, according to the list revised asscsstnent roll, 
is $664,364.00. 

And whereas the amount of the existing debt of the 
| Municipality, other than for current expenses, is $17,862, - 
49 (incurred in respect of local and permanent improve- 
ments) and $138.50 for interest thereon making together 
$18,000.99 whereof no part is in arrear, 

And whereas it is expedient to borrow the said sum of 
| $10,000 00 by the issue of debentures, the principal where- 
of shallbe repayable within ten vears from. the date upon 
| which this by-law shall take effect, and which shall bear 
interest inthe meantime payable half yearly at the rate 
of six per cent per annum. 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the repay- 
ment of the said principal sam by the creation of an 
equal yearly sinking fund, 

And whereas the total amount which will be required 
to be raised annually by a special rate for repaying the 
said debt of $10,000.00 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, (and the interest thereon as aforesaid) is 
$1,395.04. 

And whereas the annual special rate on the dollar re- 
quired as being sufficient to pay the said interest and to 
create the said equal yearly sinking fund for the paying 
of the p incipal is two mills and one tenth of a mill, 

Therefore the Mayor and Council of the Municipality 
of the town of Edmonton in council assembled enact as 
follows:— 

1. This by+law is to take effect on the 1st day of Decem- 
ber, 1892.

annum payable halfyearly: such debentures to be payable 
at the Imperial Bank of Canada, Edmonton, Alberta, N. 
W.T., and to have attached to them coupons for the pay- 
ment of interest. 

3 For the purpose of paving the amount which shell 

be required to be raised annnally for paying the said 
interest and creating an equal yearly sinking fund to be 
set apart forthe payment of the said principal sum of 
31000000 a special rate of two mills and 
one-tenth of a mill on the dollar, over 
and above all other rates and taxes, shall he levied (in 
the same manner and at thesame timeas the veneral 
Municipal taxes upon the whole rateable property in the 
Municipality in each year forthe period of ten years from 
the said lst day of December, 1892, being the period dur- 
ing which the said debentures will run.

The anything-to-beat-Grant combination 
across the line which leagued together such dis- 
cordant elements was scarcely to be compared 
to the body now led by Mr. Cayley in the North- 
west legislature. The explanations of the sauses 
that led to the deadiock and prorogation are 
fluent, but incomplete. Time alone will reveal 
the bargain that 1s at the bottom of this queer 
per in the administration of the public affairs 
of the territories. Although such pains have 
been taken to impress the public mind in the 
east with the idea that separate school matters 
had nothing to do with the new deal, we shall 
be surprised if a bargain and sale agreement is 
not the basis of the union of separate school 
supporters and Orangemen to-day witnessed in 
the Northwest.” 

Portage Liberal: ‘In a house of twenty-six 
members, the executive formed by him (Cayley) 
has thirteen opponents, consequently he has 
not the confidence of the house, and by all con- 
stitutional usage he is bound to hand in his re- 
signation of office to the lieutenant-governor 
and allow some one who can command the con- 
fidence of the house to carry on the affairs of 
the country. Mr. Haultain, his predecessor in 
office, found himself practically in the same 
apr He had the confidence of exactly one- 

ialf of the House, one of his supporters, Mr. 
Ross, being speaker. He did not hesitate to 
resign ; but Mr. Cayley, assisted by unconstitu. 
tional governor Royal, does not hesitate to hold 
onto the reins of power by having the council pro- 
rogued. Inthe meantime the executive and 
the truculent Royal will appropriate the reve. 
nue as they please. Mr, Cayley has the auda. 
city in an interview to uphold this monstrous 
action by saying that as it will cost B20,000 to 
have a new election, that no such course should 
be taken, * * * * * The proroguing of 
the house by proclamation, and not in the regu- 
lai way, was another outrage. In this way 
many bills that had been passed and only await- 
ed the lieutenant-governor’s assent, became nul. 
lities, and the cost of the seasion amounting to 
nearly the $20,000, that Mr. Cayley talks so 
plaintively about, is a dead loss to the Territo- 


ries.
